HAS JAPAN VIOLATED A TREATY? 


There has been a great deal of talk about the dismissal of Mr. Crane 


of Chicago as minister to China before he had entered 
upon liis duties. 


Crane had a most delicate question to handle" but he let the cat out of tho 
bag, so to sppnk, before he had started for the scene of his duties. The 
question is one of great international significance. Tn the opinion of some 
statesmen it constitutes a violation of.the Portsmouth treaty of 
peace 


between Russia and Japan. ' That treaty bound Japan not to obstruct any 
step that China, might take for the development of commerce and industry 
in Manchuria. But in spite of this agreement Japan forced China to give 
a specific pledge not to build a railroad from Hisinimintun north without 
Japan's consent. 
Another provision of a treaty recently ratified between 


the two countries is, that should China build the Kjrin railroad east, she 
must borrow the money from Japan, thus ensuring Japanese control of nn 
important branch from Japan's main line towards Vladivostok. 


In view of these facts .it is no wonder that the American minister to 


Japan should be instructed to keep an eye upon this Oriental schemer. 
Eventually, no doubt, Japan's policy of forcing China to grant her important 
concessions l.lml arc at variance with existing treaties, will result in inter- 
national complications in which the United States may insist that Japan 
has overstepped the limit of her treaty obligations in Manchuria.
